GOT HIS NAME 


Among the tcouts wbo were with 


Gen. K*Ison A. Ulks, -wLea that of- 
fleer InCicted bl* crushing defeat tip- 
on the Stoux .chief. Crazy Horse, at 
the bottle of Wolf Mountain, Mont, 
n 1S77 was one bearing the ittrang* 
name 
of 
"LiTer-Eatla'" 
Joticson. 


Johnson was A powerful Norwegian, 


ighing more than SOO pound* and 
ndsnit ill feet, three Inches in lii» 


moccasin-clad feet. B« bad a great 
shock of golden botr of which be was 
very proud—so much, to, that h» 
refused to wear a bat. and when be 
went Into battl« with this golden 
mane In the wind, be looked like aa 
ancient Norse viking. 


Johnson bad won hla name In a 


gruesome way. Two stories about this 


told, differing illghtly In detail, 


but ftffreelng In tie main facts. One 
tells bow a patty of Indians bad 
raided * trading post on the Mnssel- 
Gbelt River, but were driven off with 
heavy loss. It Is said that Johnson, 
in a spirit of devilish brorado, cut 
out the livers of several of the dead 
warriors and actually ate them. 


The other *ttry seeks to Justify 


Johnson's act. A Cheyenne chief tad 
raided and burned Johnson's camp 
while he was away on a trapping ex- 
pedition. "When be return*! and saw 
the ruins, he sWre that he would 
kilt the Cheyenne and eat bis liver. 
Later he made good bis threat. Either 
account may be correct, ao far as 
details are concerned. At any rate, 
he was ever afterward known as 
"Uver Eatin'*1 Johnson. 


Johnson's 
Inseparable 
companion 


was "X" Beidler of Montana vigilante 
fame, 
Beldler disapproved of John- 


son's lack Of headgear nnd called him 
a "jailer-headed Injun," because, as 
he said, "every decent white man 
wears some sort o1 coverin' for hi* 
scalp." Bnt Johnson was firm In hla 
convictions, and In the fight with 
Crazy Horse's Sioux be jnstlOed him- 
self—to his own satisfaction, at least 


As Beidler and Johnson charged np 


the snow-clad slopes of Wolf moun- 
tain that morning against entrenched 
Indians, a bullet cut a furrow through 
LIver-Batln's hair, "lite a pair of red- 
hot sheep shears,'' as he said. 


"Now you see!" he exclaimed to 


his "pardner." "If Td had a hat on. 
It'd bin plumb ruined 1" 


Little Is known of Johnson's later 


history. He was a scout at Fort Cus- 
ter 1S81, when the young Chief Sword 
Bearer tried to stir up" the Crows 
against the whites and scouted for 
the troops during that brief 
war.

THE BAliANCE OP NATURE. 
There is a delicate adjustment In th* 


processes of nature which roan can 
easily disturb, and which ones dln- 
turbed It Is not easy to 
readjust. 


There is the English sparrow, lor a.n 
example, which IB not auch a pest 
in its native land as we know it to be, 
stimply because tn lonjt periods of time 
it has become adjusted to its environ- 
ment and Us natural enemies have 
kept nace with its increase. In Ameri- 
ca, with no natural enemies save the 
•mall boy and his gun, and th« cat it 
sufficiently alert, its increaM ha« been 
beyond account. And in India there 
Is the mongoose, the Itl-ki-tl-ka-tava, 
o( Kipling, which has for ages kept a 
proper place In the general scheme ot 
things. Brought to- Jamaica to exter- 
minate the snakes, it has done 
Its 


work 
etfectlvley 
and 
lacking 
the 


makes has turned Its attention to other 
forms of animate nature, wild and do- 
mestic, until It is become as great a 
l>e»t as the snakes themselves were. 


But If these and other similar ex- 


periments have been misdirected and 
unsuccessful, others have been to a 
high degree successful. 
There ta for 


example the exportation of the native 
American parasite of the grap* phy- 
loxera, to France, with the result of 
saving the. vineyards which the Ameri- 
can phyloxera had at flrst endanger- 
ed; and recently on a different line 
there has been an experiment under- 
taken in Hawaii which Is of «. most 
interesting nature. 
It appears that tho one essential, or 


»t least a first essential for the sugar 
plantations of the islands is an assured 
•upply of water- 
Most of the water 
comes from three watersheds where 
on account of the destruction of the 
natural growth it is necessary to re- 
forest. The most suitable tree, is the 
Urge banyan, which Will flourish in 
Hawaii, but which unfortunately Is 
BMrile. because there Is 
no

wasp, a» In India, the Philippines and 
the FIJI Islands, to polllnato the trees. 
Expedition* have accordingly been sent 
to thw three locations named and al- 
ready the agent in India has 
sent 


many cases of wasps to the Islands. 
From now ,on, It is believed producti- 
vity will be restored so far as the ban- 
yan 1* concerned; but it is an inter- 
esting route which IB followed 
from 


the natural water supply, to sugar pro- 
duction, to deforestation and loss of 
water, then to the banyan tree and the 
Indian wasp, before the balance ot 
nature can be restored.

&niend«d Law Vests Granting rower 


County Judge or Supreme Court Jus- 
tines — Possession ot Weapons 
Without License Makes Offender Li- 
able to Arrest. 
The attenUon of many persons in 


Oneonta and elsewhere is called to 
the fact that under an amendment tu 
the penal law relative to the licensing 
Ol persona to carry or possess flre- 
uTrns. which was passed by th<v legis- 
lature on April 21, 1921, all licenses 
glinted before that date are null and 
void. The amendment provides that 
licen'Ma tnust.be grunted by a. county 
Judge, by a justice ol (he supreme 
court, or other Judge of a court of rec- 
ord, who must state In euth license 
Ill's particular reason for gi^i]>tin£ it, 
the name ot the person receiving the 
license, and also the person rctom- 
mending that the license be granted. 
The law also provides that any per- 


sons more than 16 years of age who 
shall have in their possess ion a ilre- 
ariti or revolver without a license is- 
zuetl by the county judge or supreme 
court Justice shall be guilty of u mis- 
demeanor. 


Many persons in this Hty who have 


revolvers In their homes or who by 
reason of employment carry revolvers 
in their pocktts, are doubtlcs) carrying 
licenses:Issued by the city judge prior 
to act amending the penal law. These 
persons are carrying these weapons in 
perfect good faith that they have a 
rlKht to have a- right to have a- re- 
volver in their possession under the 
authority given by the city Judge. 'Un- 
less they obtain now permits they are I 
violating the law and are* liable to ar» 
rest If found without the proper li- 
cense. 


Under-the,old law, persons desiring 


such a penult would apply to the city 
judge who upon proper "ecommenda- 
Uon granted It. 
* 
It Is said that drastic enforcement 


of the new law will probably not be 
forced except in eases of emergency, 
although it is advised 
that persons 


who wish to be on the safe side should 
obtain anew permit, 1C they he hi one 
ot the old licences issued by the city 
judge or a.

Seattle, Waslt.—From th« remotest, 


most inaccessible spot on earth—the 
north nole—a wireless message will be 
Hashed to the civilized world, U the 
plans of Cnpt. Roald Amundsen, dis- 
coverer of the south pole and famotu 
arctic explorer, are carried out. 


Captain Amundsen's schooner Jtnud, 


on tvlilc'h he hoped to drift past the 
pole with the k-e floes, was dltutbied 
by a broiceu propeller off Cape Siberia, 
after he had spent two years in push- 
ing around the eastward arctic pas- 
sage from Norway, The explorer left 
his vessel aud crew to await * break 
In the ice and proceeded to Nome, la- 
ter cornlngjUi Seattle on a recent ship, 


Will Install Wlralm on Ship. 


The Maud has no wireless apparat- 


us, but Captain Amundsen expects to 
install one when the craft Is brought 
here some time this summer to be re- 
paired and refitted. Captain Amund- 
sen explained that his party hod been 
cut off from communication with other 
human beings for two years, with but 
one break—Liu trip out to Kome last 
yejxr. 


"The war -was In its roost critical 


period when we left the world," he re- 
called, "and for months we speculated 
In vain on the course of events, 
tt 


was Decenjber, 1019, more than a year 
after the signing of the armistice, that 
we net a Hussion trader who told ua 
what had happened.

To Sail Next Summer. 


Captain Amundsen said lie ivcmliJ 


spend the next year In the United 
States, probably most of it around 
Seat tie, and would sail from tills port 
next summer. 


The last voyage tended only to con- 


firm his previous theories about mag- 
netic properties of the polar basin, the 
explorer affirmed. He expressed faith 
In his belief that an ocean current run* 
nlng northeasterly from Cape Serdzc 
wwiVi tarry him past the pole and 
eventually into the Atlantic ocean. 


"It will take three years—perhaps 


longer," he predicted. 


Captaia Amundsen said that an Im- 


portant part of his equipment eonalst- 
ed of books, hundreds of them. 


"I read mostly fiction," he said. 
The Maud's crew Includes Dr. H, T. 


Sverdup, a scientist; Oscar Wist lag, 
G. Olonikln and seven natives. They 
left Norway tn 1018 and remained bur- 
led in tlie Ice 19 months.

The survey, which covered 377 cities, 


eald that In 47 per cent of cases where 
boards of education wer« "Independ- 
ent" or free from political manlpula 
tton the moat eOlcient administrative 
and educational results are obtained. 


City Officiate Hamper School*. 


"The best interests of tbe public 


schools," says the report, "cunnot pe 
.lerml In a city where the budget ot 
the hoard of education may be reduced 
and remodeled by city ofliclaiv 


The sur\ey shows that the school re- 


ceipts in the 877 cities for the lust fis- 
cal year were ?358,2CO,000 nnd that the 
expenditures ol these same cities 'dur- 
ing that period •««•» about $2,000,000 
less than Income. 


The fnndi ore from fire sources and

85 Per Cent for Building*. 


Thft relation of capital outlay, aggre- 


gating. $51,737.5S4. to tbe total expen- 
ditures showed Uiut nearly 85 per cent 
was utilized of sltci and new build- 
ings. 
A totnl of $1,341,000 was ex- 


pended for medical Inspection and 
dental and nurse service In the 3T7 
Cltlw n.imed. The part of the total 
expenditure spent Jor tbe alteration 
and equipment of old buildings was 
only 1.8 per cent. Commenting on this, 
the committee eaid : 


"The smnllncss of tills amount Is of 


partlculnr Interest In connection *vlth 
the findings of this committee In, their 
report on icliool housing conditions In 
Amerlcno cities. This report shows 
that a large percentage of the children 
in the public schools nre continually 
menaced by the unsanitary conditions 
nnd fire hazards in many old school 
buildings now in use. In Eastern cities 
the conditions are particularly bnd." 


The basis for the committee's surrey 


was an Inquiry sent to the superintend- 
ents of schools In cities with popula- 
tions In excess of 8,000.
